The  acquirement  of  the  lot  of  land  which  contains  our 
rocky  prominence  was  our  great  achievement  this  year,  and  to 
pay  for  this  we  used  the  $300.00  from  the  estate  of  Elizabeth 
E.  Bailey  kindly  procured  for  us  by  Andres  Blume,  Esq.,  and 
the  greater  part  of  our  balance  in  the  Savings  bank,  the  entire 
cost  including  clerical  expenses  being  $800.00,  this  secures  us 
the  protection  needed  along  Highland  Street  and  includes  also 
the  right  of  way  through  our  property,  thus  prohibiting  the  land 
from  public  use. 

The  Extension  Fund,  started  last  January,  has  reached  the 
sum  of  $2661.76,  but  as  we  must  have  $5000  before  we  can 
begin  to  build,  we  again  beg  that  our  friends  will  come  speedily 
to  our  aid  so  that  the  early  spring  may  see  us  on  the  way  to  the 
new  cottage.  The  thought  of  another  summer  under  our  present 
condition  of  housing  seems  almost  intolerable,  as  our  sleeping 
accommodation  for  nurses  and  workers  is  over-crowded  to  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  makes  living  uncomfortable.  The  day  nurse’s  room  is 
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tucked  in  between  two  wards,  so  that  she  enjoys  the  obvious 
necessity  of  being  within  sound  of  her  patients  not  only  when 
on  duty,  but  also  during  her  times  of  recreation  and  at  all  hours 
of  the  night.  The  night  nurse  has  to  lodge  outside,  and  no 
matter  what  the  storm  must  trudge  through  it  all,  many  a  cold 
winter’s  night  or  morning  to  and  from  her  work.  And  for  the 
rest  of  the  workers  there  is  only  a  sunburning  attic  with  its 
sloping  roof,  for  sleeping  at  night  after  a  hot  summer’s  day  of 
ceaseless  labor,  over  the  kitchen  range  or  the  steaming  wash  tub 
or  ironing  board.  So  for  the  sake  of  consistency  and  humanity 
these  conditions  must  be  remedied.  The  slips  inserted  in  the 
Report  are  the  same  as  last  year  because  our  appeal  must  neces¬ 
sarily  be  the  same. 

During  the  early  autumn  our  much  loved  friend  and  Vice- 
President,  Mrs.  William  A.  Donald,  was  called  to  her  rest.  Her 
loss  seems  irreparable  to  us.  Not  only  because  of  our  personal 
love  for  her,  but  also  because  of  her  unfailing  interest  and  sup¬ 
port  in  every  detail  of  the  work,  and  her  ready  generosity — when 
times  of  need  came,  and  as  she  ever  opened  her  hand  wide  to  the 
poor  and  sick  and  needy  in  the  land,  so  we  are  quite  sure  that 
in  her  time  of  need  He,  our  Elder  Brother,  opened  His  hand  wide 
to  her  in  His  Land. 

We  have  also  lost  by  death  Mrs.  Joshua  Crane  and  Miss 
Emily  E.  Beebe,  members  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association. 
Though  the  former  was  only  connected  with  us  a  little  over  a 
year  her  many  acts  of  personal  kindness  to  the  patients  still  keep 
her  memory  green,  and  Aunt  Fanny  often  talks  of  their  happy 
visit  to  Fox  Hill  Farm.  Miss  Beebe’s  death  called  forth  very 
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strongly  feelings  of  sorrow  and  sympathy  from  many  of  our  old 
people,  though  she  was  personally  unknown  to  them.  Her  fre¬ 
quent  and  generous  benefactions  always  came  in  response  to  any 
special  calls,  and  these  we  shall  miss  very  much. 

Our  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one  with  but  few  changes, 
our  aged  patients  still  remaining  with  us.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  has  been  less  than  in  any  previous  year,  though  our 
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wards  have  been  continuously  full,  and  a  great  number  of  appli¬ 
cants  denied  admission  from  lack  of  room.  In  one  month  one 
applicant  died  and  two  became  too  ill  to  be  moved  while  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  vacancy,  and  we  have  to  say  a  reluctant  u  No”  to 
many  who  are  only  poor,  and  old,  and  feeble,  and  not  absolutely 
ill. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  still  maintain  their  generous 
monthly  financial  aid,  and  have  in  addition  to  that  contributed 
$590.00  to  our  Extension  Fund,  making  this  a  Banner  Year  for 
us  as  well  as  for  themselves.  The  usual  gifts  of  clothing  from 
the  Needle  Work  and  G.  F.  S.  Guilds  must  be  mentioned  as  well 
as  the  carriage  orders  and  trolley  tickets  from  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union  and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad  Co.,  for  all  of 
which  we  are  most  thankful  and  appreciative. 

The  doctors  remain  faithful  and  attentive,  though  their  work 
is  hampered  by  our  crowded  conditions  and  lack  of  facility  for 
laboratory  work,  and  so  more  than  ever  they  deserve  our  thanks 
and  most  grateful  consideration. 

Suffragan  Bishop  Babcock  visited  us  in  the  summer  and 
held  a  confirmation,  the  recipient  being  the  first  woman  he  has 
confirmed.  He  was  attended  by  Rev.  Fr.  Bull,S.  S.  J.  E.,  who 
is  at  present  chaplain  to  the  House,  providing  us  with  three 
services  during  each  week. 

Our  needs  are  many,  and  as  follows  : 

More  annual  subscriptions,  which  have  been  lessening  in 
numbers  by  the  deaths  of  several  of  our  liberal  friends.-  The 
“  Day’s  Support  Fund  ”  here  offers  a  good  opportunity  to  remem¬ 
ber  some  event  or  some  friend,  the  usual  subscription  for  this 
being  $10.00  or  $15.00  annually  or  $500.00  in  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund,  but  smaller  amounts  are  cordially  welcomed.  The 
Extension  Fund  and  the  Endowment  Fund  both  need  enlarg¬ 
ing,  either  by  donation  or  bequest,  and,  in  a  practical,  homey 
way,  we  need  blankets,  sheets,  spreads,  towels  and  all  that  is 
used  in  a  houseful  of  people  who  must  be  fed  and  clothed  by 
night  as  well  as  by  day. 
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11  The  Poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  Land,”  and  we 

may  make  them  the  blessing  God  intended  them  to  be  to  us  if 

only  we  remember  and  act  upon  what  He  has  said,  “  Inasmuch 

as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye 

have  done  it  with  Me.”

Medical  Report 

During  this  past  year  we  have  had  a  longer  waiting  list  of 
applicants  for  admission  than  any  previous  year.  In  several 
instances  applicants  have  died  before  we  could  offer  them  a  bed. 
We  hope  during  the  coming  year,  therefore,  that  we  may  receive 
further  bequests  from  interested  friends.  With  only  moderate 
expense,  one  of  the  wards  could  be  enlarged  so  as  to  accommo¬ 
date  five  more  patients. 

The  best  way,  perhaps,  in  which  to  let  those  who  are 
unfamiliar  with  our  work  know  what  we  are  accomplishing  is 
to  cite  a  few  cases.  L.  G.,  15  years  old.  Admitted  to  the 
Home,  October  14th,  1912.  Two  months  before  admission, 
she  had  a  nearly  fatal  attack  of  diphtheria,  which  left  her  with 
a  very  serious  heart  affection.  She  was  transferred  to  us  from 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  as  they  could  keep  her 
only  four  weeks.  For  months  and  months  she  had  to  stay  in 
bed,  and  each  physician  who  attended  her  considered  her  a 
hopeless  case.  Much  to  our  surprise,  however,  she  began  to 
improve  as  summer  approached,  and  in  September  was  not  only 
able  to  be  up  and  about  the  ward,  but  could  go  downstairs  and 
out  of  doors.  She  has  continued  to  improve  steadily  the  past 
four  months.  She  sits  up  all  day,  does  many  little  things  about 
the  ward,  and  is  a  source  of  much  comfort  to  the  older  patients, 
as  she  reads  to  them  two  or  three  hours  every  day. 

F.  H.,  52  years  old,  admitted  September,  1909.  She  was 
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transferred  to  us  from  another  hospital  to  convalesce  from  a 
serious  operation  upon  the  left  kidney.  At  that  time  the  wound 
had  only  partially  healed.  Nearly  a  year  passed  in  which  her 
condition  gradually  improved,  and  the  wound  healed  with  the 
exception  of  a  persistent  sinus,  which  continued  to  discharge 
considerable  pus.  We  transferred  her  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital.  After  a  careful  examination  there,  she  was 
advised  to  have  the  kidney  removed.  This  was  done  success¬ 
fully.  She  returned  to  us  several  weeks  after,  wound  healing 
well,  condition  very  weak.  After  three  months  the  wound 
healed  entirely,  and  has  given  her  no  trouble  for  the  past  eighteen 
months.  She  has  slowly  regained  her  former  strength,  weighs 
now  as  much  as  she  ever  did,  does  a  definite  amount  of  work 
about  the  ward  each  day,  and  expects  soon  to  return  to  some 
self-supporting  employment.  Such  a  case  as  this  could  never 
have  lived  without  the  careful  attention  which  can  only  be  given 
in  just  such  a  home  as  this. 

C.  S.,  spoken  of  in  last  year’s  report,  was  given  artificial 
pneumothorax  treatment  by  one  of  the  staff  for  six  months. 
In  that  time  she  improved  so  much  that  she  was  able  to  be  up 
and  about  the  ward  all  day.  She  then  became  so  restless,  how¬ 
ever,  and  so  anxious  to  go  home  that  we  permitted  her  to  go. 
We  have  heard  from  her  several  simes  since  then,  and  at  the 
present  writing  she  is  known  to  be  doing  fairly  well.  This 
is  fourteen  months  after  she  came  to  us  in  a  dying  condition. 

The  staff  has  remained  unchanged  during  the  past  year. 
Since  October  1st,  1913,  Samuel  A.  Levine,  a  fourth  year 
Harvard  Medical  School  student  has  assisted  in  the  wards.  He 
has  made  two  weekly  visits,  in  addition  to  the  two  weekly  visits 
made  by  the  visiting  physician.  We  feel,  therefore,  that  our 
patients  are  receiving  careful  medical  supervision.

Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

It  is  twenty-five  years  since  St.  Monica’s  Home  was  started 
in  a  small  house  on  Phillips  Street,  at  the  West  End,  by  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Margaret,  who  realized  the  great  need  of  such  a 
Home  among  the  sick  and  infirm  colored  people.  The  work 
has  grown  steadily  all  these  years,  and  much  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  devotion  and  constant  care  of  the  Sisters.  Much 
more  could  be  done  if  the  subscriptions  could  be  increased,  and 
if  our  friends  would  realize  with  us  the  importance  of  the 
Extension  Fund.  May  we  not  hope  that  on  this  twenty-fifth 
birthday,  we  shall  be  generously  remembered  ?  For  some  time 
we  have  realized  the  great  necessity  of  enlarging  the  Home, 
and  to  this  end  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  been  working. 
A  practical  plan  has  been  drawn  for  an  addition.  Three  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  are  on  hand,  but  until  we  have  $5000  towards  the 
needed  $10,000,  we  do  not  feel  justified  in  starting  the  work. 
Funds  large  or  small  for  this  object  are  earnestly  solicited. 

The  usual  Sale  was  held  in  November,  and  with  the  money 
raised  in  this  way  we  helped  materially  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  Home. 

We  did  not  have  our  annual  entertainment  in  the  spring, 
but  the  ladies  voted  that  each  member  of  the  Board  should  raise 
a  certain  sum  of  money  for  the  Extension  Fund. 

Donation  Day,  on  May  15,  brought  friends  to  the  Home, 
and  gifts  of  money,  provisions  of  many  kinds,  and  flowers, — all 
of  which  were  gratefully  received. 

For  various  reasons  we  are  unable  to  have  the  Annual 
Fair  this  November,  but  Mrs.  Edmund  D.  Codman  has  very 
kindly  offered  her  house  for  a  Cake  and  Candy  Sale,  at  which 
we  shall  have  fancy  articles,  toys,  and  Sister  Vera’s  delicious 
puddings,  mince-meat  and  jam.  We  hope  to  clear  $500  for 
current  expenses,  which  of  necessity  are  larger  this  year. 
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Visits  are  made  constantly  to  the  Home  by  the  Ladies’  Aid 
Association,  and  meetings  are  held  the  second  Friday  in  each 
month,  when  the  Sister  in  charge  is  present  to  give  a  report, 
and  we  are  kept  in  touch  and  harmony  with  the  work.  In  a 
Home  of  this  kind  the  routine  varies  but  little.  The  Christ¬ 
mas  tree  is  always  a  feature  of  the  holiday  season,  and  gives 
much  pleasure  to  the  patients  and  visitors,  while  to  the  children 
it  is  an  occasion  of  great  rejoicing. 

Death  has  entered  our  ranks  and  taken  three  members. 
Mrs.  William  A.  Donald,  who  had  served  first  as  a  member, 
and  later  as  Vice-President  for  a  number  of  years,  passed  away 
in  September.  We  shall  miss  her  wise  counsel  and  generous 
interest,  and  greatly  regret  that  she  is  no  longer  with  us.  Mrs. 
Joshua  Crane,  from  the  time  she  joined  the  Board  was  a  most 
helpful  member  in  every  way,  and  it  will  be  hard  to  fill  her 
place.  In  the  death  of  Miss  Emily  Beebe,  we  have  lost  one  of 
our  oldest  members  in  point  of  time,  and  one  whose  interest 
was  unfailing. 

We  wish  our  friends  and  those  of  the  colored  people  to 
extend  a  helping  hand  to  this  deserving  charity,  which  is  so 
quietly  and  wisely  administered  to  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret. 

To  the  Medical  Staff,  who  are  always  ready  to  help  in 
time  of  need,  our  warmest  thanks  are  extended  for  their  con¬ 
stant  aid  and  interest  in  the  patients  at  St.  Monica’s.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and  de¬ 
vises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s  Home 
for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.  All  such  payments, donations,  bequests  and  devises  received  are 
to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s  Home  Fund 
and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications  satisfactory 
to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of  individual  sub¬ 
scriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  determin¬ 
ing  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company  may 
rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of 
St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts 
and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
